Tho body of n man with n bullet wound in
his head, a broken nose, nnd fractured skull
drifted Into tho llalllincro nnd Ohio llollrond
docks yesterday afternoon nt St. (Jeorgc, S. I.
Tho autopsy revealed that the man had Imcn un-
doubtedly tho victim of foul play. Tho posi-
tion of tho wounds, tholr character, nnd tho fact
that evidences of drowning wero missing, gavo
tlio doctor who performed tho nutopsy, J. Wal-
ter Wood of l'oit Itlchiiioiid, tbo Impression of
murder.

Tho body wns found In tbo Kill von Kull
about noon by workmen on tho conl wharves.
Coroner Isnau Silvio of Port ltlchtuond took
cbnrgo of It and removed It tit tho Morgue In
i'orl Itichiiiimd. Dr. Wood found that tbo bul-
let had gntio straight through tho brain and
lodged ill tlio skull on tho left side of the head.
Ihi1 bullet was of ;w callbie. There wero no
powder minks on Ibocxttrlur ir tho wound, nor
was it 11 round hole which would indlciito sui-
cide. Thu led. temple, bad a big brulw. which
had apparently been lufllelcd with 11 club. He.
heath the pkiu tho doctor found Hint tho skull
had been crushed. Dr. Wood tald that tho mini
bad probably been shot from 11 distance llo
was strengthened in bis theory, ho said, by tho
fact that mil 11 part hie i.C water was found in
cither the Mom. icli or lung", which nro tho

"Igns uf death by ilrownliig. Dr. Wood
said that the mini apparently bud been thnnvn
uvuriHUittl after dentil. He wild bo was well de-
veloped phirdeullj, although apparently iI

to hard work mid was lint,
Tho man was about 55 years old. Ho

measured live feet eight nnd weighed hthout
UiO pounds. Ills fnco Indicated Kngllsh birth,
lie wns partly bald and his e.M'.weio gray, llo
had n sandy mustache and pointed beard, rathet
bushy, Snino of hit upper teeth were missing.
Ills clothing consisted of a suit of blue sorgo
of course texture, a white linen shirt on which

I wns embroidered (he letter "11," n bltio teck
necksenrf, a still of gray lialbrlggan, lace shoe,
and a llnnnel stomach band. Ills shoes wero of
tho hico pattern, number nine. lnhlo them
wero cork Insoles. In the trousers pockets it
bunch of keys was found, but snvo tliem thorn
wnt nothing in Hie man s pocket. The body
was In a fair stato of proiervatlon, nnd had
probably been In tho water hut threo or fourdays.

A PIKE COUXTV HEATH WATCH.

The Murderer Complnlna or Ilia RnorlnaT and
the Authnrlllra Vail Out Ovrr Ilia Par.

Milkoiid. Pa., Oct. 25. After Paul Herman
Schultz was sentenced to bo hanged on Dec. 7
for tho murder of his wifo nt Shohoia, the Sheriff
placed a death watch 011 tho condemned man,
A week or so later Schultz, who has all along
declared that his Impending fate caused him no
concern, complained bitterly that tho remaining
days, or rather nights, of his llfo wero being
madomlscrablo by the loud snoring of tho man
whose duty it wob to watch him.

"I can't sleep a wink, tho watchman snores
so terribly!" Schultr, complalnod, "I don't
mind being hanged when tho timo comes, but I
wnnt my sleep mcantlmol"

Then tbo news got out that Schultn had at-
tempted to commit suicide. Jocose nnd sar-
castic citizens declared that tho condemned
man tried to kill himself to escape the snoring
of tbodcath watch, but that is probably not true.

The watchdog of the l'iko county treasury is
tho Hoard of County Commissioners. It didn't
want to go to tho expense of bringing Schultz
to trial for murder. In tho first place, as times
woro hard and there wero three or four county
bridges to build or repair, and the District At-
torney's fee alone for prosecuting him would bo
$12. Hut as thu murder was nn atrocious ono
und Schultz, was palpably the murderer, nnd ns
there had been one or two other shocking mur-
ders In tho county not so long before, mid tbo
County Commissioners had absolutely refused
to give up a dollar to bring the murderers to
justice, tho board reluctantly yielded to
popular protest this timo nnd instructed tho
District Attorney to get Schultz and try him.
The prisoner bnving been tried and convicted,
the Sheriff hired tho death watch, as stated.

After a while It began to dawn on tbe Sheriff
that the watch had to bo paid for, and he asked
the Hoard of County Commissioners whero tho
money wns to como from.

"Its a county charge, of course," said tbo
Sheriff.

"Is it!" Raid, tho Hoard of County Commis-
sioners. " Oh. no! The Sheriff hired the watch,
and tho Sheriff must pay for It."

" Unless tho county pays for tho watch I'll
discharge It." said the Sheriff.

"As 011 please! replied tho Hoard of County
Commissioners.

"Hut just as like as not, then," Insisted tho
Sheriff, "tho condemned man will commit
suicide!"

"Thon the county will be saved the oxpensoof
banging him!" responded the watchdog of thu
INko county treasury.

Then tho Sheriff took the matter to the court,
which Is In session at Mllford this week, and the
Court had It entered of record that "It being
represented to us that sotno question has arisen
between the Sheriff and tho County Commis-
sioners relutivo lo the necessity of continuing
the watch and the expense thereof, now Oct. IK.
18SI7. it Isrecomtiicmled that some arrangement
bo iiiide between the said Sheriff and Commis-
sioners by which tho said Schultz shall be hi
cured from doing violence to himself, lly tho
Court."

This diplomatic disposition of tbo matter
by tbe Court left thesltualiiiii nbout as It was
before, but the "arrangement" recommended is
under consideration.

"I'll bet foursblllln'," said n man from tho
Knob country, "that they'll keep on foolin' till
there won't be no liaugin' in l'ike county, after
all!

One man who was sentenced to ho hanged In
ll-- county waited In Mllford Jail four years
for the execution of tho sentcner, nnd then was
pinioned. Lit' r, another man condemned to
thi-.n- l ows In thoioiinty anticipated tbo cx-e- -

ution by hanging b msolf in his cell. Threi
other murderers have escaped the gallows in
l'ike county by Idiotic verdicts in tho faco of
indub table evidence of guilt.

"Kow people understand," said Commissioner
Cloke, "that In tbo ten or eleven miles of tho
Palisades In Now Jersey there nro only four
quarries, that only threo of theso nro worth tak-
ing Into account, nnd that only uno is actually
blnBllnglnto nud quarrying rock from the ver-

tical wall of the Palisades theniielves. This
ono Is tho quarry of Carpenter Hros., located
at Coytosvllle, above lAirt lo. Tills is the only
quarrying llrni on tho river that owns back Into
tho escarpment itself, and tho onl nnc, there-
fore, that can dcf.ico or destroy the Palisades
proper. Tho other two firms that are
carrying on quarrying operations tnany extent
urn Hrown & Klcnilng, two and a half
miles nbovo Curpenler Hros.. nnd Treanor llros.,
ncnrly opposite Yonkcrs. Neither of theso firms
owns anv part of tbo cliff, mid their quarrying
operations nro consequently cnniliu-i- l to tho
broken rocks thnt llo between the Palisades and
Iho river. Theso loose rocks thev break up by
means of dj nainlte. and then run them through
crushers. As a mutter uf fact, therefore, there
Is only a single firm that Is defacing any part of
the Palisades themselves.
